The agreements provide in part 
for a minimum wage and maxi- 
mum working limit for the various 
types of industry. In the clerical 
and general business agreement, 
52 hours have been set as 2 max- 
imum. In the industrial section 40 
hours have been determined as a 
limit. The minimum recommended 
wage is $12 in small towns to $15 
in the larger cities; The signers 
agree not to reduce the total num-

cent of one third of the town’s 
welfare expense for the first 
quarter of 1933.

Old Bell Restored 


The old bell in ae Church of 
St. John, (Episcopal at Ports- 
mouth N. H. whic un brought 
back by Sir William Pepperell 
from the Louisburg expedition, 
will sound again its clear notes 
over the air as a token of con- 
tinued friendship between’ the 
United States and Canada. 

The bell, originally cast in 
France, first hung in Queen’s 
Chapel, and was cracked durin 
the fire that destroyed the churc 
in 1806.
